3. Allocation of subjects to departments , etc. The 
entire business of the Government shall be transacted 
in the Departments and offices (all of which are 
hereinafter referred to as « Departments » ) specified 
in the Schedule and shall be classified and distribu 
ted between those Departments and offices as laid 
down therein :

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 239 
of the Constitution and section 46 of the Government 
of Union Territories Act , 1963 ( 20 of 1963 ) , and all 
other powers enabling him in that behalf, and in 
supersession of the existing rules and crders on the 
subject, the President is pleased to make the follcw 
ing Rules , namely :
